Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 1-11 are allowed.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 



The Examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that the prior art of record fails to 
teach a radio communication device where the ringer melody consists of a plurality of melodic 
lines and a notifying device that notifies a call based on the plurality of melodic lines, wherein, 
the communication device also includes a selector to select one of the said melodic lines and a 
second notifying device that notifies of a call based on one of said pluraUty of melodic lines. 

Hirai et al. (6,41 1,198), discusses a mobile phone with a ringer that can ring a melody, 
said melody based on a plurality of melodic lines where the phone also includes a second 
notifying means such as a buzzer or vibrator that will buzz according to one of the melodic lines 
of the melody. Hirai however does not teach selecting one of the lines and the second notifying 
device notifying based on one of the lines. 

Therefore, claims 1-11 are deemed allowed.
